__ jefty’s Steadinels for the Church of England 5 
under all the extraordinary Demonfrations 
of a Piety and Zeal, they will find but few 
Princes ia the World, either of that or any. 


other Church, have imitated or may pre= 
tend to. 

The Concern her Majefty expreffes, that 
any of her Subjeéts fhould {ufpeé her Sin- 
cerity to the Church, has fomethbing fo 
moving in it, that no faithful Subje& can re~ 
fieét on it, without a more than ordinary Re- 
gret ; Ages tocome, whe fhall read all che 
Glorious Things that will be done for the 


Church and Kingdom in this Reign; will 


wonder what fort of People they muft be, 
whocould be Mafters of fo much Blindnefs, 
as not fee ; or feeing, could be fo ungrate- 
ful, as not to acknowledge, not the Endeae 
vour only,but the Siccefs of her Majefty, in 
the Supporting and Ertablifhing the Church: 
of Exgland, above all the Heads of that 
Church that have gone before her. 

And tho’ neither tbe Author, aor this 
Paper, is qualified for Panegyrick, yet that 
I may in my way enter alittle upon the Bor« 
ders of that jult Praife, which fome abler 
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Pen may hereafter finifh 5 I fhall take the 
liberty to tell thofe Gentlemen, whom her 
-Majefty has pointed out in her Speech, 
That her Majefty,in refcuing the Church of 
-England from the High-flying Extravagan- 
ces thefe People were driving her to, has 
a@tually made a fecond Reformation, and 
from the Bottom rebuilt the very Fabrick of 
the Church of England, reftor’d her to be 
what her firft Founders defign’d fhe fhould 
be, a Foundation of Love, Charity + Faith 
towards God, and Good Will towards Men. 

Her Majefty has reftor’d the Chriftian 
Spirit to the Church of England, and Adorn- 
-ed her with thofe Trophies, which her Pri- 
mitive Fathers were defervedly famous for, 
viz, Piety and Charity; and has laid before 
them that Pattern, which was fo often re- 
commended by our Saviour, of Meeknefs 
and Tendernefs ; bearing with the Jnfir- 
mities and Biindnefs of others; by Gentle- 
nefs, Kindaoefs and Forbearance, bringing 
over the Heathen to the Knowledge of the 
Truth.

Members, and hurry her on to Strife, Con- 
tention, and every Evil Work ? 

Whether would Tackings, Memorials, 
and High Church Statefmen, have plunged 
the Church, if the happy Condu€ of her 
Majcity,and her moderate Adminiftration, 
had not prevented ? How has the Royal 
Prudence difcovered the Dark Lanthorn, 
and remoy’d the Gunpowder plac’d under 
the very Foundation of the Church, 

Wili che Gentlemen on the other hand 
difpute with us? Will they put ts to 
prove that chey defign’d to furrender this 
Garden of God, planted in England ty the 
uid sf Princes, and watered by the Blood 

Murtyts, into the Hands of rhe Bears 

d the Lions of the Foreft ? 


We have it plaia under the Hand and. 
Signals of High Church Authors, that they 
have given up this Church to Popery, and 
thar French Popery too; which, as it muft be 
circumftanc’d, muft be the worft fort of Po- 
pery tous.

Forthefe Gentlemen to pretend Zeal for 
the Church, ’tis all a Mafque, a Colour of 
Care for that Church, they really Attempt 
to Overthrow and Deftroy ; the Queen, 
has put the thing on a proper Teft ; Her 
Majefty has Eftablifh’d the Profperity of 
the Church, wpon Party Peace ,, Reftorati- 
on of Charity;and every ‘Chriftian Tem- 
tr; Other Foundation canno Man lay,as to 
outward Eftablifhment ; the Chriftian Re- 
ligion abhors all Coertions, Compulfions, 
and) Oppreffions, either of Confcience, 
Liberty. or Eftate 3 and the Supprefling thefe 
Invaders of our Civil and Religious Li- 
berty, isthe True Foundation ofall the Cla- 
mour of this- Party.

Conirivance Jades their Fancies, and they

not come, the Opprobious Language they 
give, returns upon themfelves 3 they are 
Expofed, Banter’d, Ridicul’d, and moft 
juftly Contemn’d, by all Good Men in the 
Nation. : 

Let them wait a while, till the Iffue 
Crowns all chings ; till Providence, blefhng 
the Pious Endeavours of the Queen, and che 
juft Meafures of Her Majefty’s Council, the 
Church of England Triumphs over French 
Popery, Foreign Tyranny, and Domeftick 
Fury ; when the Profperity of the Nation, 
fix’d in the Profperity of Religion, Peace, 
Love, Charity, and every Good Work, 
fhall prevail, and in fpight of High Flying 
Principles and Parties, the Church of Eng- 
land, and allher Differing Brethren, fhall 
be one Body of Catholick Chriftians, di- 
ftinguifh’d only by the General Term of 
Proteftant, United in Charity, as they are 
already in Doétrine, and joynd in one and 
the fame Civil Intereft. . 

Then *twill appear who is, or is not for 
the Church of England, whether are her 
beft Friends, and who beft underftands her 
Trueft.Intereft; whether Heat, Fire, Rage; 
Strife, Envy amd Perfecution, were the 
proper ways to Uphold her, and. to fecure 
her Profperity, or the ftill Voice of Mode-, 
ration ; whether Lefley, the Interior Clergy, 
the Memorial ,' and all the High Flying 
Gentlemen of the Tack, are ‘in the Intereft 
of the Church, or whether the Queen, 
the Bifhops, the main body of the Nubili- 
ty and Gentry, and thofe that have moft 
to lofe, have took Right Meafures for 
the’ Rettoring, Healing and Eftablifhing this 
Nation.
